PROGRAM OF THE MONTH

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COIN PRICES IN THE NEWS 


After the first three months of this year, news regarding the prices 

of gold and silver has given way to the price of copper. It has come 

to pass (predicted in the PROOF SHEET last year) that our lowly cent is 

now worth hoarding. Persons are willing to buy whole bags ($50 face) 

of cents for up to $59 each. That means they are paying 18% over face 

for bronze coins just to hedge against copper prices going even above 

$1.50 a pound. If copper reacheS $2 a pound (very likely it will), 

then the bronze cent will be worth almost 2¢. Guess what that will do a 
to our circulating cents dated 1974 and earlier. The Mint will have AS 
to create (very soon in fact) an acceptable replacement for the bronze > 
cent--probably a 50-50 alloy of copper and zinc or a combination of = 
copper-zinc-magnesium which will look like brass. The all-aluminum 

cent is a dead issue at this time. The vending industry presented strong ae 
arguments against an aluminum cent and it was shelved as a means of ~s 
thwarting cent-hoarding. Congress has a committee now working on a = 
substitute cent. 


Also predicted in the PROOF SHEET was the fact that 40% clad halves 
(1965-1970) would disappear from circulation this year. With dealers 
paying 30-40% over face, thay have indeed vanished from circulation. 
Look ahead (maybe this year) when the price of the metal, nickel, will 
force all our five cent pieces out of circulation along with the silver 
and bronze coins. What's next? Would you believe PLASTIC???

AUCTION REMINDERS 


Regular auctions have rules which need reminding: 

| 1. LIMIT OF ONE SHEET PER MEMBER AND THREE LOTS PER SHEET : 
Don't ask other membrs who do not put up auction lots t 
sign sheets for you. The auction takes too much time with 
all the extra lots. Limit lots to coins of numismatic 
value. Items worth less than 50¢ should be discouraged. 

2. Identify your lots as to description, catalog value, reserve 
if any, and ATTACH the description FIRMLY to the lot. The 
auctioneer is not a mind-reader. 

3. The auction committee can REJECT lots if they seem to be 
counterfeit, grossly overgraded, or not properly identified. 
Mixed lots (such as 50 misc circ coins, or Mystery Lot, or 
partial albums with more than half the coins missing) can be 
rejected by the auctioneer since they take too much time to 
describe and usually do not get a worthwhile bid from the 
floor.

All pattern coins are scarce or rare. 
These two are from an upcoming auction. 
They are both rare and very interest- 
ing. The half dollar looks like the 
regular edition, but there are some 
Significant differences. Likewise a 
pattern 1916 Mercury dime also exists 
which looks very much like the regular 
issue.

Unique 1866 Pattern $5 


1114 1866 Pattern $5. J-545. Obverse with the portrait of President 


This is the Judd plate coin as pictured on page 93 of U.S. 
Patterns. The coin is listed as unique — just one specimen 
known to exist. 

Here is a coin with several appeals: (1) to the pattern 
specialist: (2) to the gold coin specialist; (3) to the collector 
of Washington items. Whether or not you own J-545 in your 
lifetime could well depend upon your success in bidding on 
this lot. A most important opportunity.

The figure of Liberty is smaller. IN GOD WE TRUST is 
placed lower on the obverse. The reverse legends of E 
PLURIBUS UNUM and HALF DOLLAR are in different 
positions. Rarity 8. The present coin is one of just two or 
three known to exist. Superior to the Scott and Judd plate 
coins. Brilliant Uncirculated, matte-like surfaces. Probably a 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for the pattern specialist. The 
importance and rarity of this lot cannot be overemphasized. 
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COIN OF THE MONTH 


The 1942 over 41 dime is the last known 
overdate U.S. coin. The reasons for its 
manufacture are not clear, but possibly 
the fact that World War II (after Dec. 
1941) had taken some skilled personnel 
out of the Mint and placed them in more 
important defence work had created this 
emergency measure. As you can see from 
the blowup on page one, the 41 is still 
visible beneath the 42 in the date. A 
die cutter probably pressed into service 
from the apprentice ranks did not go to 
the efforts of creating a new die from 
existing hubs and recut the 42 over the 
41 to show both sets of dates. There 

is some evidence that even the 19 in 

the date was also recut, but more in 
line with the previous digits. This 
coin is in auction sale of Bowers and 
Ruddy coming up May 31 at the Hollywood 
Roosevelt Hotel. The auction catalog of 
- this sale contains hundreds of rarities 
and excellent blowup photos of many 

of these desirable coins. 


Meeting Date May 10, 
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1942/1-D dime. From our sale of the Terrell Collection, Lot 309, 


at $2000. Perhaps the finest known specimen of this elusive 
variety. Should sell for a new record price today. 


The rarity of 1942/1-D is explained by the fact that this 
variety was not generally known to numismatists until Frank 
Robinson wrote about this coin in the September 1970 issue 
of The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine. By that time the 
opportunity to acquire choice pieces had long passed, and the 
result is that mint-state specimens are exceedingly rare. The 
1942/1-D overdate is of different appearance from the 
1942/1 Philadelphia Mint issue and is not as easily recog- 
nized, thus’ providing a reason why this variety was not 
known earlier. As a matter of interest we might mention that 
the 1942/1 Philadelphia overdate was not recognized until 
1943: a year after its first appearance. 

The 1942/1-D dime here offered is Choice Brilliant 


Uncirculated. As stated, it is perhaps the finest known 
specimen. We have never seen or heard of a finer one.
